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The people are reminded that they have 
been basking beneath the imperial favour 
for more than 200 sears, and that there 
should now exist a commen bond of union 
‘against the enemy. ‘The document then 
frees on to state that the Toatae, in con- 
Fanetion with the English and’ Freneh 
‘uthorities, had determined. that some 
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together with the Chinese auxiliary sol 
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
